WASHINGTON, July 27.—Wash- 
ington, feverishly engaged in pusb- 
ing forward the most revolution- 
ary domestic recovery program in 
the nation’s history, seemed scarce- 
ly aware or concerned over. the 
demise of the World Economic 
Conference which was interred at 
London today. The Administration's 
eyes for the present are turned 
inward, not outward. 

Only President Roosevelt took 
cognizance of the collapse of the 
conference. Acting apparently on 
a sudden impulse, he dispatched 
personally to Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald a message of condolence in 
which he asked the nations of the 
world for an intelligent understand- 
ing of what the United States was 
attempting to do at home, stated 
he did not consider the conference 
a failure, and hinted at its resump- 
tion a some future time. 

Roosevelt’s message surprised 
the Capital, for he had said in re- 
ply to questions only yesterday that 
he would have nothing to say about 
the death of the world parley. His 
message to MacDonald, which Mac- 
Donald asked Secretary of State 
Hull to read to the conference, was 
pre late last night, sent to 
the State Department as a highly 
confidential document, and after 
being coded was cleared on the ca- 
bles after midnight. Copies were 
withheld from usual State Depart- 
ment distribution. The reason for 
the unusual secrecy surrounding 
the message was not apparent, ex- 
cept that Roosevelt apparently 
wanted it left to MacDonald to de- 
cide whether to make it public. 

Little That U. 8S. Can Do. 

No one in Washington, not even 
Roosevelt himself, can see any hope 
for early resumption of the world 
conference. The American domes- 
tic recovery program is so vast in 
its scope and so nationalistic in its 
application that it will require 
months to work out, and until it 
is worked out there is little the 
United States can contribute to it. 
Other nations are not in a con- 
tributing mood, as was evidenced 
during the 46 days the conference 
met. 

Indeed, American policy points 
the opposite direction from the con- 
ference’s professed objectives. Two 
of these objectives were currency 
stabilization and reduced tariffs. 

Currency stabilization has been 
pronounced impossible until the 
American recovery program is 
worked out, President Roosevelt 
retaining his inflationary powers 
over the dollar as a club to be used 
when, as and if necessary.

Although no official utterance 
has been made on the subject, this 
writer learned from an unimpeach- 
able source that Administrator 
Hugh S. Johnson is rapidly becom- 
ing converted to a belief that the 
organization of workers by indus- 
tries offers the only practicable 
method for dealing with workers 
under the recovery program, in 
view of the fact that employers al- 
ready are organized by industries. 

Since employers in industries, 
such as steel, coal, textile, automo- 
bile, etc., have their spokesmen, 
Gen. Johnson feels that the work- 
ers also should be represented in 
the- same way, thus enabling the 
Recovery Administration to deal 
with both on an even basis. 

Attitude of Green. 

Conversion of the American Fed- 
eration heads to the industrial un- 
ion idea involved a severe break 
with their tradition of unions bv 
trades. However, confronted with 
the mounting threat of “company 
unions,” which would be dominated 
by the employers, they have re- 
solved to take the step. 

In a carefully worded statement 
today, William Green, president of 
the Federation, admitted that the 
Federation is issuing charters to 
workers in individual plants, and 
that the incorporation of the plant 
unions into nation-wide union in- 
dustrial unions is an objective of 
the future. 

Although attempting to argue that 
this did not involve a change of tradi- 
tional policy, Green said that the es- 
tablishment of plant unions had be- 
come imperative in the present 
emergency, because “there is no 
other way by which workers can 
engage in collective bargaining.” He 
added that plan unions affiliated 
with the federation would be au- 
thorized to select federation spokes- 
men from outside their own ranks if 
they choose. 

The drive of some employers to 
set up company unions under their 
own control already has provoked 
strikés in several sections of the 
country, and has drawn a rebuke 
from Donald R. Richberg, general 
counsel of the Recovery Adminis- 
tration. The law expressly provides 
that workers may be represented by 
spokesmen of their own choosing. 

Warning to Employers. 

Reports that employes in some 
Plants have been discharged for 
joining trade unions drew from 
Gen. Johnson a rning that such 
action is a violation of the law, and 
that employers engaging in it are 
subject to prosecution. He believed, 
however, that to withhold or with- 
draw the “fair competition” emblem 
or the N. R. A. from them would be 
sufficient punishment.

World Flyer Talks to Civilian

WASHINGTON, July 27. — Wiley 
Post was congratulated by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday for his 
recent record flight around the 
world. 

Roosevelt received Post in the 
White House and then took him to 
the portico where the President 
spoke briefiy to members of the 
Citizens’ Military Training Corps. 

Devoting most of his talk to the 
exploits of Post, the President con- 
cluded with: “Come on, Wiley, give 
us a little talk.” 

Roosevelt reached out and almost 
pulled the flyer to the railing. Aft- 
er Post had recovered his voice, 
he said to the group before him: 
“I admire the American uniform 
a great deal. I am sorry I have 
never worn it. I am glad to be 
here.” 

The President in his talk to the 
civilian soldiers said: 

“We have a double ceremony to- 
day. I thought you would like a 
chance to say howdy do to the man 
who has just flown around the 
world. 

“All of us as Americans are very 
proud of that little stunt of his go- 
ing around the world in a little 
more than seven days.

Announces Production Al- 


198,588 Bushels in 42 
States.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Secre- 
tary Wallace today announced 
wheat production allotments total- 
ing 456,198,588 bushels in 42 States 
and 2,233 counties as the basis on 
which benefit payments will be 
made to farmers under the volun- 
tary domestic allotment plan put in 
force by farm administrators, 

The allotment in each case is the 
estimated proportion of the five- 
year average production in the 
United States from 1928 to 1932, in- 
clusive, that Wallace estimates will 
be needed for domestic consumption 
and on which the processing tax of 
30 cents a bushel will be levied. 
The national figure represents 54 
per cent of the five-year average 
production of 844,812,200 bushels. 

Minimum 28c a Bushel. 
Wallace said the minimum pay- 
ments to be made farmers on each 
bushel of their allotments when the 
county allotments were broken into 
grower allotments, would be 28 
cents a bushel. This would total 
$127,000,000 if 100 per cent of the 
farmers signed agreements to re- 
duce their acreage under the plan. 
Wallace said the contracts farm- 
ers would be asked to sign starting 
late in August would provide that 
they receive an initial payment of 
20 cents a bushel on their allotment 
as early as possible this fall. 

A second payment of 8 cents a 
bushel will be made next spring 
when proof has been presented that 
they have reduced their acreage as 
required. 

A farmer signing a contract in or- 
der to become eligible to payments 
must agree to reduce his acreage 
up to 20 per cent of the land on 
which he harvests wheat next year 
under the amount he harvested dur- 
ing the five years, 1928 to 1932,

“During the war and after it a 
great many nations have been liv- 
ing and meeting their obligations 
by borrowing . . . unless creditor 
countries are prepared to accept 
goods and services in payment of 
debts they cannot be paid. Efforts 
made to disregard this elementary 
principle have produced the fall in 
prices which is ruinous to debtors 
and creditors alike.” 

MacDonald urged that during 
the recess all delegations should 
“faithfully report to their govern- 
ments that information and experi- 
ences they gathered here so that 
they will return with ample pow- 
ers” to bring the conference to a 
successful end. ; 

Some delegates interpreted this 
reference to ample powers as di- 
rected at the American policy, 
which made it necessary that the 
United States delegation confer 
with Washington step by step. 

Unless the nations, the Prime 
Minister continued, were prepared 
to recognize the importance “of cer- 
tain hard facts of common inter- 
national influence, the only way 
out of our present position may be 
a disastrous and even revolutionary 
series of state and private de- 
faults.” 

Cox Puts U. S. Program First. 

Cox at the morning session made 
it clear that the program of the 
United States for domestic recov- 
ery must come before the work of 
international conferences. Declar- 
ing that much was heard about 
nationalistic enterprises as _ hind- 
rances to the conference, the form- 
er Governor of Ohio said: “This 
is a development which must be 
regarded with patient understand- 
ing. Nations intensively devoting 
their energies to putting their 
houses in order are not dealing pri- 
marily with either monetary or 
economic problems. It is a social 
question, pure and simple, and it 
is a wise nation that regards the 
social order as its first duty.”

“The main objective of a confer- 
ence,” Colijn declared, “is to achieve 
results ahd achieve them quickly.” 

The conference, he continued, 
“fell flat for the moment. I am 
not without a lingering hope there 
will be some results either in the 
conference when resumed, or out- 
side of it, as a consequence of pre- 
parations made here,” 


Italy and the Gold Standard. 

Finance Minister Jung of Italy 
said the frankness with which the 
problems were discussed would be 
of permanent value, even if they 
resulted in a postponement of the 
negotiations. 

“When applied to economic prob- 
lems, ambiguity is absolutely dan- 
gerous,” Jung asserted. “My gov- 
ernment considers income and sav- 
ings as sacred. We do not believe 
in managed currency. 

“In my opinion, a managed cur- 
rency is inconceivable as affording 
an international monetary standard 
unless countries with small eco- 
nomic and financial resources are 
willing to forego their independence 
and subordinate the proceeds obtain-: 
able from their economic activities 
to the interests of major financial 
organizations.” 

Blames U. S. Stand. 


Neville Chamberlain, British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, said: 
“Let us not attribute the blame to 
any one for the inability of the 
conference to discuss the full agen- 
da proposed by the League of Na- 
tions Preparatéry Committee.” His 
view was that the inability of the 
United States to continue a discus- 
sion of currency stabilization or an 
eventual return to the gold stand- 
ard or an international monetary 
standard made the full work of the 
conference impossiblé: 

He declared that Great Britain 
had taken full note of Hull’s pro- 
posal for a continuation of a truce 
on tariff changes and a reduction 
of tariffs by bilateral and multilat- 
eral agreements and intended to 
give these proposals the deepest 
study during the recess. 

“However, countries which have 
high tariffs must take the initia- 
tive,” Chamberlain added. 

In regard to Great Britain’s price- 
raising policy, he declared this 
must be brought about by an ex- 
pansion of consumption, adding 
that it was a slow process. 

Since speedy relief was essential, 
he went on, “Means must be found 
for controlling the anar¢hy of un- 
controlled production.” 

He said Great Britain much re- 
gretted the non-inclusion in the dis- 
cussions of the matter of shipping 
subsidies by which various national 
budgets, he asserted, were heavily 
burdened. 


German Point of View. 


Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, president 
of the German Reichsbank, said no 
one in particular was to blame for 
the fact that in six weeks the con- 
ference had reached almost none of 
the subjects on its carefully pre 
pared agenda. ‘

Looking to the Future. 


Dr. Schacht declared the unsound 
method of temporarily alleviating 
economic difficulties with the help 
of international credits “must be 
replaced by the firm determination 
to restore a certain economic sta- 
bility with the help of the coun- 
try’s own forces.” 


“Such efforts,” he said, “consti- 
tute the best guarantee for inter- 
national creditors that their claims 
will finally be met within the lines 
- economi¢ reason and moral jus- 

ce,” 

_ One of the tasks of international 
economic policy in the future, he 
continued, would be to create em- 
ployment by bringing “countries 
with a low standard of living up 
to the level of more advanced na- 
tions. 

Germany, he went on, would in 
the future be ready always to join 
in a movement for international 
‘co-operation. To make such co- 
operation successful, he added, in- 
dividual countries must make their 
contribution by firmly establishing 
their own economic life and their 
neighborly relations and thus “re- 
move economic and financial resi- 
dues of war and give the world a 
new start for a better future.” 

Jean Maisky, Russian Ambassa- 
dor at London and head of the 
Soviet delegation, delivered . the 
most bitter criticism of the entire 
session. ‘ 

“The practical results of the first 
session of the World Economic Con- 
ference have been zero,” declared 
Maisky. “A. comparative smal! 
shock may be sufficient to let 
loose the terrible disaster of war,” 
he said after outlining his views 
that the conference had failed. 

After declaring that Russia today 
was “the most important factor in 
international peace,” the Soviet 
Ambassador said: “Peace is essen- 
tial also to all other countries in 
order to save them from the hor- 
rors and ruin of a new war, the di- 
mensions of which will far surpass 
the terrible experience of 1914-1918.”

LONDON, July 27.—James M. Cox 
of Ohio, in a final address at the 
plenary session of the World Eco- 
momic conference today, said the 
Bank for International Settiements 
provided a valuable means of deal- 
ing with the problem of interna- 
tional indebtedne«« and future ex- 
tension of international credits. 
Speaking as the president of the 
conference Monetary Commission, 
Cox said that “we can easily fore- 
see an entirely new order created 
by the Bank for International Set- 
tlements.” The bank is in Basel, 
Switzerland. 
“Of course it can have no arbi- 
trary powers in these matters,” Cox 
went on. “Its services are simply 
available if desired. If credits are 
to flow only to sound bases, the 
ultimate interests of the debtor will 
be advanced, and unsound loans will 
be an exception.” 
He acknowledged thet much re- 
mained to be done but said he re 
fused to regard the parley as 
dead. 
Regarding a possible time for re- 
assembling the congress, Cox said: 
"IT do not know, but it patiently 
awaits upon the time for an in- 
evitable hour of service. Gentle- 
men, you wil] be back in your seats, 
oe of your country men will 


Results of Conference. 
The results of the conference he 
listed as: 
“First, we all know through the 
clearance of national experiences 
what none of us knew of the ectual 
state of the world’s economic and 


gocial life. 


“Second, no one denies that while 
nationalistic policies designed to 
promote a tranquil social state are 
necessary temporarily, we do not 
give up that broad vision which 
sees that ultimate self-interest is 
best conserved by fostering the 
general interest. 
“Third, there is not that diverg- 
ence of opinion on important sub- 
jects that might be expected. If 
we failed in some instances it was 
due to the factual background aris- 
ing from the course of events. 
“Fourth, we are agreed that not 
to go on applying the best en- 
deavors of concerted civilization 
would be the saddest reflection on 
humanity in all history.” 
Inflated War Cost. 
As the work of the pariey pro- 
gressed, Cox went on, it became 
apparent that economic forces of 
the world are in conflict and the 
situation could not be cured in 60 


Le gy out that the World 
War 165 billions of dollars, 
whereas if based on present prices 
it would have been 65 billions. 
Inflated prices, he continued, “led 
to credits to individuals and cor- 
porations and Governments, extend- 
ed, in many instances, with care- 
less disregard of that prudence 
which for generations has been the 
safeguard for sound finance.” 

Cox pointed out that committees 
studied private indebtedness and 
made undoubted progress. He felt 
that the first aid evidently is «& 
rise in commodity prices. The 
gradual working out of a plan of 
settlements necessarily will require 
time, he declared, but it was the 
general agreement that the matter 
must have the continuing attention 
necessary to stimulate construc- 
tive action by debtor countries. 
Cox did not give a detailed out- 
line of the part the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements may play, 
but he said it would be an instra-

Files Petition With. Service 
Board in Reply to City’s 
Request for Reduction of 
Like Amount.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 27.—In 
a counter move today the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. asked the Public Ser- 
vice Commission for permission to 
file a new rate schedule, increasing 
gas rates in St. Louis 20 per cent. 


This was in answer to the appli- 
cation of the City of St. Louis, now 
being heard before the Commis- 
sion, :for an immediate emergency 
reduction of 20 per cent. 

The proposed increase would 


‘instead of 80 cents for the first’ 
‘two therms used in a month. For 
the next 28 therms the rate would 
be 16.9 cents each: instead of 14.1 
cents; for the next 300 therms, 15.4 
cents each instead of 12.8; for the 
next 600, 13.4 cents each instead of 
11.2 and for all in excess of 930 
therms, 10.8 cents each instead of 
9 cents. 
Earlier in the day E. L. White, 
secretary and treasurer of Laclede, 
had testified that the company 
should have an increase of 20.9 per 
cent to provide it a fair return on 
its claimed property valuation. 
Associate City Counselor Forrest 
G. Ferris immediately asked White 
if he was recommending such an 
increase in this proceeding. 
“That will be taken care of later,” 
White replied.. White declined to 
amplify this statement, and other 
company officers refused to say 
whether this counter attack on the 
city’s demand for a reduction would 
be carried through by presentation 
of an application for an increase, 
before the end of the hearings. 
Cites Decline in Returns. 

White recalled that the commis- 
sion, in fixing the valuation of the 
company for rate making purposes 
at, $47,000,000 in what was known as 
the 1927 case, held a return of seven 
and one-half per cent on the valua- 
tion was a fair return. He said the 
return of the company in 1932 
amounted to 5.33 per cent and that 
for a 12-month period ending last 
May 31, the return amounted to 4.92 
per cent. 
He declared the company was en- 
titled to an additional $1,497,984 in 
net earnings during the ensuing 
year, which would involve a rate in- 
crease of 20.9 per cent, to provide 
the company with a return of seven 
and one-half per cent on the valua- 
tion. He placed the present valua- 
tion at $50,852,460, including net ad- 
ditions to the property since the 
valuation of $47,000,000 was fixed. 
That valuation was reversed by 
the Missouri Supreme Court, which 
held the commission had failed to 
make reductions for some of the 
property no longer in use and had 
erred in its calculations on the fu- 
ture trend of the prices of mains 
and other equipment. The case was 
remanded to the commission for a 
revaluation. 
Now Buying 65 Per Cent of Gas. 

The city is contending that a con- 
siderable part of the property no 
longer is used and useful in the 
public service, because the company 
is purchasing from other sources 
about 65 per cent of the gas it sells 
in St. Louis and that reduced price 
levels justify further reductions in 
the rate-making base. 3 
White, in making his calculations, 
estimated that in 1934 the domestic 
use of gas would increase five per 
cent, the industrial use would in- 
crease 10 per cent, and the use for 
house heating would increase 100 
per cent. He said similar increases 
were expected in 1935. He estimat- 
ed operating costs would increase 
about 25 per cent, based on esti- 
mates of rising price levels and 
possible increases in labor costs. 
White submitted a consolidated 
revenue report for the compan 
from 1916 to 1932, inclusive, whic 
was designed to show that the com- 
pany in that period had earned less 
than the rate of return fixed by the 
commission in 1927 case. 
The annual rate of return in that 
period, he said, ranged from 2.8 per 
cent in 1921 to 7.01 per cent in 1929, 
and the average annual return for 
the period was 5.56 per cent. He 
listed the 1930 return at 6.25 per 
cent; 1931 at 5.4 per cent and 1932 
at 5.33 per cent. 

City’s Demand for Cut. 

The witness asserted a reduction 
of 20 per cent in domestic rates, as 
sought by the city, would result in 
a reduction of $977,566 in the com- 
pany’s net earnings as compared to 
a schedule of earnings prepared for 
the 12 months ending this month. 
The July earnings were estimated. 
Total revenues of the company 
from gas sales declined 13.85- per 
cent in 1932, White said, as com- 
pared with revenues in 1929 which 
was the peak year for rate of re- 
turn with 7.01 per cent. In reply to 
a contention by the city that the 
company should sell straight natur-

Louis Group Which Will 
Urge Signing of Presi- 
dent’s Agreement. 


A permanent organization to en- 
courage adoption of the President's 
blanket re-employment agreement 
was effected yesterday afternoon. at 
a meeting ‘in Mayor Dickmann’s 
office of a committee named by 
him Monday to direct co-operation 
with the national recovery admin- 
istration. 

The organization, to be known 
‘as the St. Louis Committee of the 
National Recovery Administration, 
is headed by Harry Scullin, presi- 
dent of the Scullin Steel Co., named 
by President Roosevelt yesterday 
with former Gov. Henry 8. Caul- 
field and William Hirth of Co- 
lumbia as a member of the State 
Advisory Board for the public 
works administration. Mayor Dick- 
mann will be honorary chairman. 

A meeting of presidents and sec- 
retaries of all business, civic and 
labor organizations will be held at 
2 o'clock next Wednesday in the 
rotunda of City Hall. They will 
be asked to approve appointments 
to committees made yesterday in 
an effort to obtain immediate 
action, subject to enlargement. 

Headquarters of the organization 
will be established temporarily at 
the Chamber of Commerce until ar- 
rangements can be made for a per- 
manent office. 

Blanks Are Sent Out. 

The first objective of the organi- 
gation will be to induce employers 
to sign the President’s re-employ- 
ment agreement immediately. Post- 
men, beginning today, are leaving 
with each employer a copy of the 
agreement, an dressed, franked 
envelope in which the signed agree- 
ment may be mailed to the St. 
Louis office of the Department of 
Commerce, and a certificate of 
compliance. 

The certificate of compliance is 
to be retained by the employer un- 
til Aug. 1 when it should be pre- 
sented at any of the 41 letter-car- 
rier stations of the St. Louis post- 
effice in exchange for 76 pieces of 
insignia which the signer will be 
privileged to use as an evidence of 
his agreement to the President’s 
blanket code. These will include 
indoor and outdoor posters, hang- 
ers, stickers, consumers’ stickers, 
and customers’ agreements. 

An educational campaign, carried 
on by advertising through various 
mediums and volunteer speakers 
before clubs and workers’ groups, 
will be launched, instruct the em- 
ployer and employe alike as to their 
parts in the recovery campaign. 

After sending telegrams to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Administrator 
Johnson advising them of the or- 
ganization and definite program

Lioyd George joined with Sir 
Stafford Cripps, Laborite, in de- 
manding that the British Govern- 
ment establish a definite recovery 
policy. Lioyd George said: 
nny —— referred to “the 
great experiment” now in progress 
in the United States, Mr. Lioyd 
George said: 
“There are three experiments 
now proceeding, on the success or 
failure of which the whole outlook 
of the world depends—the Russian, 
the Italian and the American. The 
Americans’ is the most important. 
“I have to use the word revolu- 
tion in referring to it’ (the Amer- 
ican), but it is a complete trans- 
formation. 
“The United States of America 
is engaged in a tremendous experi- 
ment. It is too early to come to 
a ‘conclusion whether it will be a 
success or a failure, but in any 
event it will have the most im- 
mense influence on the course of 
economic events not only in the 
United States but in the world. 
“Follow Through or Fell Through.”

When asked to write his 
name in a visitors’ book in England 
and asked to add his address, he 
had to write, ‘without any.’

The man who, beyond all 
others, approximates a citizen of 
the world, is without a home. How 
proud we must be to offer him tem- 
porary shelter.”

Hirth, who is president of the 
Missouri Farmers’ Association, said 
this morning that he had not de 
cided whether he would accept the 
appointment. 

“I have been so busy,” he said, 
“that I haven’t given the appoint- 
ment the least thought. I want to 
find out whether the position is 
ornamental or will really cut some 
ice. As soon as I can run this 
down I shall make my decision.” 

Wanted a Repubiican. 

Former Gov. Caulfield, according 
to a report, was selected because 
President Roosevelt wanted a Re 
publican on the Missouri board. 
When a list of candidates was sub- 
mitted to him, he was said to heve 
asked whether there was a Repub- 
lican on ft. When informed that 
there was not, he is reported to 
have said that he knew Gov. Caul- 
field well and he wanted him on 
the Missouri board. As Governor 
of New York, President Roosevelt 
often worked with Gov. Caulfield. 

In announcing the appointments 
of the State advistory boards, Sec- 
retary-Administrator Ickes gave 
warning that it was the duty of.

A TEST OF WISDOM. 


There is a degree to which all nations live or per 
ish by their own acts. It is a matter of wisdom‘ The 
Roman people, whose record is one of the most re 
markable in history, are famed for wiadom. The En- 
glish, whose feata have in some respects surpassed 
those of the Romans, are proverbially long-headed, 

The tests of wisdom vary with the changing times. 
The seniors who sat in the Roman Senate were never 
faced by any such problem as that in the United 
States. Theirs was the problem of a civilized nation 
surrounded by barbarians. Our problem is that of a 
mechanised civilization. It is not merely that manu- 
facturing is geared up too high, that the value of 
what we produce is some three times the income of 
those who produce it, that there are factories in the 
United States which have virtually dispensed with 
human labor. It is also true of agriculture. | 

The farmer has gone in for machinery until he has 

not only produced more food than we can consume; he 
has also largely eliminated those horses and mules 
which formerly afforded a market for a considerable 
part of his crops. Prof. Lane W. Lancaster, economist 
of the University of Nebraska, estimates that ‘ma- 
chinery has displaced 9,000,000 horses and mules in 
the United States and released to other uses some 
30,000,000 acres of farm pasture ahd lands producing 
animal foods. The power one time generated by the 
hay fields of North Dakota and the oat fields of Iowa 
now comes chiefly from the oil fields of Texas and 
Oklahoma. Only this week there was demonstrated 
at La Porte, Ind., a machine which may revolution- 
ize grain growing in the Mississippi Valley. An adap- 
tation of the great combines of the wheat fields of 
the Northwest, this $600 machine, which cuts a five 
foot swath, sacks the grain and places the straw in 
windrows, enables one farmer to cut and harvest 30 
acres a day. It handles, moreover, not only wheat 
and oats, but small grain crops, such as buckwheat 
and soybeans. Thus, the roar of the tractor rises 
above the hubbub of every farm debate. 
If we are a wise people, we will take in hand all 
those things which must otherwise destroy us. The 
machine can destroy us. So can the rising under- 
world; the dishonest banker; the greedy exploiter; 
the unbridled speculator; the Gargantuan money 
power. James Truslow Adams, whose books, “The 
Epic of America” and “The March of Democracy,” 
have been widely read, gays want of character is the 
greatest of our national ills. He ascribes our char- 
acterlessness in both business and government to our 
disposition to get what we want any way we can get 
it. He thinks we are too much brought up in the be- 
lief that anything we can get away with is all right. 
This accounts, in hig judgment, for the high-handed 
fashion in which we grab, steal and cheat. Writing 
in Harper’s Magazine for August, Mr. Adams says: 

Without character in its citizenry, a democracy 
must inevitably fail. Demands upon the public 
credit cannot be unlimited if that credit is to sur- 
vive. The struggle to attain wealth on the part 
of each, against all cannot become steadily fiercer 
if private morality is not to perish. For a so 
ciety to exist, however, particularly with the in- 
creasing complexity of a modern industrial one, 
there must be order maintained by someone. 

A nation composed solely of go-getters bent on 
individual gain, regardless of how obtained, of 
people trying to get as much for as little as pos- 
sible, of citizens insisting solely on their rights 
and refusing to perform duties unless heavily 
paid, can come to but one end. It is bound to 
finish in a reign of force instead of consent. 

The form which our life is taking in some of its 
aspects does not conduce, it would appear, to the 
formation of character. The problem would seem 
to be how the effects of some of these new in- 
fluences could be neutralized. This is a problem, 
however, which appears to be shelved by every- 
one, even by those who make such a pother about 
having the future in charge through the educa- 
tion of the ycung, and yet who align theméelves 
with the forces undermining instead of building 
up that character which is as essential for the 
safety of the nation as it is for a sane and sat- 
isfying life fcr the individual, 

The Roosevelt administration realizes all this. Vide 
the elimination of child labor, the war upon the 
sweat-shop, the new securities law, the new tax law, 
the inquiries into the practices of Wall Street. It is 
endeavoring to bring to bear upon the situation the 
best wisdom of which we are capable. It is not a 
matter of what the President alone thinks. It is not 
a matter merely of what his advisérs think. It is 
a matter of the total wisdom of the nation. If we are 
to right the national economy, it will be because we 
have all had the wisdom to triumph over difficulties 
peculiar to our time. - We must take a lawless, denior-

We must shorten hours and so give employment to 
the 12,000,000 people still out of work. We must limit 
production and thus stop glutting the market with 
more things than the people cah use. 

Historically, the American people are about where 
the Romans were when Hannibal thundered at the 
gates of the imperial city. If we are to meet this 
test of wisdom, we must stand together in the breach. 
In union there is strength. We need every, ounce 
of our strength. We must forget the personality of 
the President and his politics, forget party and forget 
self.

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MORE AT STAKE THAN PROFITS. / . 

The situation which induced the administration to 
launch its campaign for a blanket agreement on hours 
and wages is clearly revealed in the business statis- 
tics for June, which have just been made public by 
the Federal Reserve Board. The board’s index of 
manufacturing production roge 11 points from May to 
June. Its index of factory employment increased only 
4.1 points; its index of payrolls only 3.9 points. In 
steel, production jumped 23 points, employment only | 
4.9 points, payrolls only 6.7 points. In automobiles, 
a 1§-point increase in- output contrasted with a 2.8- 
point increase in payrolls. The figures for cement 
were 9 and 4; lumber, 8 and 3.7; textiles, 27 and 5.8. 

In these sharply contrasting rates of increase the 
administration found genuine cause for alarm. Busi- 
ness needs buyers. If stocks of goods are again to 
be piled up more rapidly than the incomes of con- 
sumers are increased, we will again have on our 
hands surpluses which can be sold only bygcutting 
prices. Price-cutting is deflationary. It would can- 
cel the substantial industrial gains already realized.

Social chaos 
would spell the doom of personal freedom, of demo- 
cratic government, of all private initiative: 

This is why we consider the success of the NIRA 
wage policy to be such a crucial matter. The admin- 
istration is not asking business men to choose now 
between large profits and small profits in the months 
immediately ahead. It is asking them to choose be- 
tween the survival, in a modified form, of our present 
social and economic institutions and a revolutionary 
upheaval. In such a situation, the question of im- 
mediate personal advantage sinks into insignificance. 
If American business wishes to salvage any of its 
present possessions in this economic crisis, it will 
give the President its uncompromising, whole-hearted, 
enthusiastic support. Anything less would be suicidal.

When the city fathers replaced these savory French 
nameés for commonplace English nomenclature, they 
did a dull day’s work. It might be argued that those 
French names which have been preserved—Chouteau, 
De Baliviere, St. Ange, Cote Brilliante and others— 
are horribly mispronounced, yet they keep alive the 
memory of the city’s colorful past. To revert to the 
old French names for downtown streets, even if some 
of them are tongue-twisters, would be interesting. 
After all, Chicago clings heroically to the name of 
Goethe street, though every street car conductor who 
calls it out has his own individualistic pronunciation. 

We do not suppose theré will be much dissent from 
the Mayor’s suggestion. If he put it te a vote, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt boulevard would no doubt win in a 
breeze. Yet there need be no haste, as there was dur- 
ing the war, when Von Versen became Enright and 
Berlin, Pershing, After the world series of 1926, 
there was a great cry to name a section of Kingshigh- 
way for Rogers Hornsby and, with all due regard for 
the gentleman, it would hardly have been appropriate.

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HOW TO APPROACH SCHOOL ECONOMIES. 

Gov. Lehman of New York sets an intelligent ex- 
ample for the Governors of other states in his ap- 
pointment of a committee of men and women to sur- 
vey the educational policies of his State. After com- 
pleting an exhaustive survey, it will be the duty of 
this group to recommend economies which can be 
achieved without lowering educational standards. 

This is an intelligent example because it is a man- 
ifestly sensible approach to what is a very difficult 
problem. While not true in every instance, generally 
speaking, school systems followed the trend of the 
times during the period of inflation. They expanded, 
all too frequently, without considering the future. 
Numerous extensions were made in the curriculums, 
and some of these extensions, to say the least, are 
of doubtful value in terms of their cost. 

But if it is to the interest of education, as well 
as that of government, to prune the school systems 
of boom-period excrescences, it is obvious that this 
task must not be left to the politicians. Answering 
the demand of the people for economy in government, 
the politicians, if left alone, might in their zeal place 
crippling restrictions on worthy educational activi- 
ties. On the other hand, the task cannot be intrusted 
solely to the professional educators, since educational 
systems, like governmental bureaucracies, are seldom 
restricted by those in charge save under pressure. © 

Gov. Lehman’s plan récognizes these basic consider- 
ations. A committee such as he has appointed can 
contain not only specialists in government and pro- 
fessional educators, but representatives of ‘the public. | 
Together they can weigh various policies, debate 
values and come to conclusions which, in the main, 
reconcile the various points of view involved. The 
findings of such a body should be of great. usefulness 
te school boatds and other groups of individuals 
called on to render judgment on educational policies 
without specialized equipment for the task. _

N the three months since this writer’s de-

despotic barbarism in Germany, which for 
the first time makes it truly a country to be 
feared and to be watched with eagle eyes 
lest Hitler precipitate the final ruin of 
Europe.

It has 
seemed to me as if all my fellow craftsmen, 
not excluding the editors of the Nation, 
have been so close to the bewildering, kalei- 
doscopic happenings as perhaps not to have 
been able to see the whole of the forest for 
the trees.

Chief Executive’s Message. 

The Chief Executive prefaced the 
proposed general agreements go 
ing out for employers to sign with 
this personal message addressed 
“to every employer”: 

This agreement is part of a 
nation-wide plan to raise wages, 
create employment, and thus _  in- 
crease purchasing power and re- 
store normal business. That plan 
depends wholly on united action by 
all employers. For this reason I 
ask you, as an employer, to do your 
part by signing. 

“2. Wf it turns out that the gen- 
eral agreement bears unfairly on 
any group of employers they can 
have this straightened out by pre 
senting promptly their proposed 
code of fair competition.” 

Community Organization. 

Several thousand civic and com- 
mercial units which have volun- 
teered to lead nation-wide cam- 
paigning to put the re-employment 
plan across have received instruc- 
tions to set up organizations with 
a “general” and “lieutenant-gener- 
al,” the latter a woman, in each 
community, heading a big staff. 

These units will step into action 
soon. In the final week of the 
drive, they will make a block by 
block canvass to make sure of 
compliance by pledge-bound em- 
ployers, to get after any who have 
not joined, to survey the unem- 
ployed, determine what work they 
are suited to and help place them. 

It was clearly indicated that the 


administration had no intention of 


applying the blanket agreement to 
agricultural employers and, in fact, 
expected to confine its use gener- 
ally to urban areas. Domestic em- 
ployment also is not intended to be 
brought under its provision. 
Under Cotton Textile Code. 

President Roosevelt today signed 
orders extending the scope of the 
cotton textile industrial code to in- 
clude manufacturers of cordage 
and twine, hosiery, garments and 
pajamas. 

A proposed code for the retail 
coal merchants providing for a 
varying scale of pay for various 
districts was presented today to the 
recovery administration by the Coal 
Merchants’ Association. The code 
was described as representative of 
40 per cent of the coal merchants 
and 75 per cent of the total volume 
of solid fuels distributed at retail. 

It provides for an average 40- 
hour week to be figured on a basis 
of each six months’ work, with the 
exception that the limit might be 
exceeded “for the purpose of reliev- 
ing distress or protecting property 
in emergencies arising out of an 
act of God.” 

The provisions would not apply 
to the executive and supervisory 
staff, shlesmen, engineers, Yiremen, 
watchmen, yard managers and 
weighers, nor to skilled office em- 
ployes receiving above $35 per week. 

The scale of minimum wages per 
hour provided for the various sec- 
tions includes Indiana, and cities 
over 500,000 population in MTlinois, 
48 cents; the remainder of Illinois, 
Kansas, Iowa, Missouri, 35 cents; 
Kentucky, Arkansas, Oklahoma, 25 
cents.

The ages of these people make 
it somewhat difficult to provide en- 
tertainment that would be suited to 
all.

world trip, accepts checks of 
$1000 a month, likens a $10,000 
check to a “dash of water in a 
fainting man’s face,” receives $22,- 
750 from him within a 14-month 
period and suggests, when the first 
flush of love seems in danger of 
subsiding, that he settle $100,000 
upon her? 

Is she a scheming, designing ad- 
venturess or a woman who took 
everything the man bought for her, 
including a diamond necklace and 
expensive rings, because she was 
certain in her belief that he in- 
tended to marry her? 

Recently a Philadelphia jury was 
confronted with this very ques- 
tion. 

The plaintiff was an attractive, 
handsomely-dressed,  titian-haired 
divorcee who formerly owned a 
popular tearoom near the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. According to her 
story, interspersed with tears, she 
had divorced her husband at the 
suggestion of the defendant short- 
ly after they had met and fallen 
in love. 

The defendant was a debonair, 
bespectacled millionaire clubman of 
high social standing in Philadel- 
phia and Chestnut Hill. On the 
witness stand he unflinchingly de- 
nied ever having mentioned matri- 
mony to the plaintiff. 

According to his own candid 
confession, he had been “very, 
very fond” of her, but he had never 
been in love with her because he 
was “not strong enough to fall in 
love.” 


W HAT kind of woman accom- 


OMMON PLEAS JUDGE HOR- 

ACE STERN put the charge 

before the jury in a masterful 
manner. 

“You have to judge between 
them,” the Court enjoined. “Was 
she a scheming, designing adven- 
turess . . . or do you believe she 
was a decent woman? 

“Don’t try to do some general 
justice. Don’t think in terms of 
the woman suffering and the man 
being let off. This is a technical 
question of breach of promise to 
marry. Their continuous associa- 


tion has nothing whatever to do 
with damages. The defendant says 
he never made any promises; that 
the relationship had nothing to do 
with marriage.” 

Judge Stern further pointed out 
that the plaintiff told an altogether 
different story, that she said she 
fell in love with him and believed 
she would become his wife. 

This in spite of the fact that on 
the stand the defendant explained 
that by the word love at the end 
of his telegrams and letters he did 
not know exactly what he meant, 
but “I suppose I meant good 
wishes.”

HE jury marched out of the 
T vox and returned in two hours 
and 40 minutes with a verdict 
of $25,000 for Mrs. Estelle M. Wo- 
lon, a woman of 40-odd, in her 
breach of promise suit against the 
60-year-old Charles Newbold Welsh. 

Once more an attractive woman 
had triumphed in court, in spite of 
the fact that in all the scores of 
letters and telegrams entered as 
exhibits there had been no written 
mention of a wedding ring by either 
party. 

The amount of damages was set 
entirely by the jury, for William 
A. Gray, who served as lawyer for 
Mrs. Wolon, named no set sum in 
damages asked. In the two previ- 
ous suits which he had filed for 
Mrs. Wolon—in both he had taken 
voluntary nonsuits which gave Mrs. 
Wolon the right to sue again at any 
time—$250,000 damages had been 
asked. But at the start of the 
third, filed in February of this year 
and tried in May, no amount had 
been asked. 

The verdict of $25,000 seemed to 
satisfy Mrs. Wolon, who said, 
when it was all over, “I am ut- 
terly indifferent to Charles now. 
Nothing he could do would ever 
make me care for him again. I am 
through.” 

And Mrs. Wolon then added: “T 
want nothing further to do with 
him. I am through with all men.” 

As Judge Stern said, both the de- 
fendant and the plaintiff in this 
case were people of the world. Mrs. 
Wolon had married and divorced 


two husbands and Welsh had been 
divorced by his first mate and was 
for the last six months living apart 


from his present wife, although he y 


reiterated that there had never 
been any question of divorce be- 
tween them. 


Before that fatal day at French 
Lick, Ind., in February, 1927, when, 
according to Welsh’s biase testi- 
mony at the trial, “We looked at 
each other from opposite tables 
and said, ‘How do you do,’” and an 
acquaintance was struck up be- 
tween the gray-haired man-about- 
town and the titian-haired woman, 
Welsh’s life had not been devoid of 
adventure. 


The son of John Lowber Welsh, 
president of the Union Traction 
Co. in Philadelphia, Charles New- 
bold Welsh never worked in his 
life. There was always plenty of 
money in the family coffers to en- 
able him to live a life of ease and 
he inherited severa) millions when 
his father and mother died. 


A member of the swanky Ritten- 
house, Philadelphia Cricket, Rac- 
quet and other clubs, Welsh had 
gone to the far ends of the earth 
for sport, and he was well known 
in places like Narragansett for his 
polo playing. 

His first wife was the beautiful 
Helen Gallatin, herself divorced 
from George Kidder Davis, a coal 
baron of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., whose 
millions were numerous.

But in 1919 the first Mrs. Welsh 
divorced her husband who, less 
than a week later, married Edna 
McClure, who was called the most 
beautiful artist’s model in Philadel- 
phia. The present Mrs. Welsh did 
not appear at the recent trial, for, 
according to her husband, he did 
not see what good that could do. 

But Mrs. Welsh did know of 
Mrs. Wolon, for the two women 
met in Paris after Welsh had tak- 
en Mrs. Wolon on atrip around ‘the 
world. <According to Mrs. Wolon, 
what happened at that unique meet- 
ing was this:

Diet and Epilepsy 

ERTAIN diseases occupy a 
(prominent place both in the 

minds of the public and in med- 
ical circles, not so much because 
they aré responsible for a large 
number of deaths, as because they 
provoke the sympathy of the pub- 
lic and represent a challenge to 
science. 

Epilepsy is such a disc ise. A tre- 
mendous amount of scientific re- 
search is being devoted to this con- 
dition. , 

The dietary treatment of epilepsy 
represents an old attack upon it. 
References to epilepsy and its treat- 
ment by starvation are to be found 
in the Bible. 

Some 12 years ago this method 
of treatment was revived by Dr. 
H. R. Geyelin. His results were en- 
couraging and the treatment was 
therefore studied more carefully.

The ketogenic diet virtually ex- 


—ñi — 


cludes all carbohydrates (sugars 
and starches) and derives its en- 
ergy contents from fat. 

The effects of this diet as ap- 
plied to 369 epileptic children under 
14 years of age were recently sum- 
marized by two physicians. 

Of the 369 children treated, the 
histories of 160 were subjected to 
a statistical analysis. It was found 
that in 36 per cent of these chil- 
dren, the diet treatment effected 
a complete cessation of the con- 
vulsive seizures. In 21 per cent there 
was definite improvement, while 
in the remaining 43 per cent no 
changes or improvements were ob- 
served. 

The treatment is not without its 
serious drawbacks. The diet is very 
unpalatable. When first adminis- 
tered it causes physical fatigue and 
mental irritability. 

It is an unbalanced diet, with a 
dangerous vitamin defiicency. It 
must be rigorously adhered to, and 
even when adhered to, it promises 
the patient not more than one out 
of three ohances for success. 

Nevertheless, according to pres- 
ent indications, the dietary treat- 
ment of epilepsy appears to be & 
useful weapon in the treatment of 
epileptic children.

In other places, the bed is cut 
through quartz and granite sand, 
and the water is a shining gray, 
shot with gleams of mica. 


And, again, the water spreads 
into a little pool, dark as old am- 
ber. The pool is no larger than a 
cup, yet it mirrors the majesty of 
pines, and holds within its shallow, 
shadowed depth, the mystery of 
peace. \ 

Many: things root in the tangle 
that borders the streams. Damp 
mosses, with their pads of emerald 
plush. Delicate grasses, with stems 
fragile as spun glass, and quiver- 
ing seed pods like small, crystal 
beads. And other grasses, of a 
harsher green, with lusty, thrusting 
stems jointed like bamboo. And 
weeds with red, gnarled roots. And 
frail ferns, with hair-thin stems as 
black as ebony. 


Yet, lying-close, with your face 
at their level, you see that nothing 
is just green, or red, or black.

Along green 
grass blades, there run veins of 
turquoise blue. The crystal seeds 
are garnet in the sun. The gnarled 
red roots are splashed with violet, 
and each black stem is spattered 
with pale gold.

Blue 
“star flowers,” smallest of the iris 
clan. A tiny, nameless thing, inch 
high, with seedpearl bells. A sway- 
ing bloom of rosy lavender, with 
silky petals, so transparent that the 
light streams through them, us 
through bright stained glass. And 
tufts of dandelions, gone to seed, 
their glistening globes a network of 
gauze stars.

Above the tangled web of grass 
and flowers there hangs a twinkling 
mist of small, blue butterflies. And, 
with them, rises golden pollen pow- 
der—and swirls of bubbles from the 
fluttering wings. 

Unseen, but sharply urgent, 
comes the smell of mountain earth 
—that soil which is the dust of 
blossoms, fragrant gums and aro- 
matic leaves, crumbled to ash be- 
neath long, summer fire. 

Light, fragrance, color, and sweet 
tinkling sound. All these one finds, 
framing an urgent life—a tiny, gay, 
fierce world, as real as that which 
men inhabit.

HOW TO USE BICYCLE

LONDON, July 28.—To the vast 
relief of participants, the worid 
economic conference which began 
here six weeks ago, stands ad- 
journed, subject to call in the in- 
definite future by its Steering Com- 
mittee. This committee in the 
meantime is authorized to prepare 
the ground for another meeting. 

The conference of 66 nations be-| 
gan on a note of high optimism; 
it ended yesterday on a note of 
intense realism. The most cheer- 
ful view that can be taken of re- 

ults ig that, as Mr. Walter Runci- 
man said, it did “some useful work 
in exploration” and that the fin- 
ish was more amiable than seemed 
possible after the July 3 statement 
of President Roosevelt. 

With the exception of a minor 
agreement on marketing of silver, 
long deliberations of commigsions, 
committees, sub-committees and} 
sub-sub-committees were virtually 
barren of useful achievement. it 
was refreshing that speakers at 
the final session, even when they 
dwelt with mild optimism on pos- 
sible results in the future, did not; 
attempt to conceal the fact that 
the conference had yielded nothing 
of importance. That fact, indeed, 
was too palpable to be concealed 
by any rhetoric. 

Prime Minister MacDonald, presi-
